Some Days You Just Can't Win for 
Losing, Village Official Finds 
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The arrival of snow was greeted 
with mixed emotions this week by 
Edgar Simonsen, fire chief, and su- 
perintendent of public works. - 

In his capacity as fire chief, the 
arrival of snow heralds an end to the 
rash of grass fires whjch has kept 
fire equipment unlimbered over the 
past few days. And any downtrend 
in the number of fires is welcomed, 
indeed, by firemen.

My beat is cast of Bedford down to where the moun- 
tains end near the twin tunnels west of Carlisle. Thb 
is part of the original road before they put in the 
extensions and I've been working for tFic PTC since 
it opened in the fall of '40. I've been traveling the 
Big Road for twenty years. I've seen it gentle. Ami 
I've seen it mean. I remember a lot of things. Like 
the time we stopped traffic through the tunnels in '44 
so the army could run through them with 41 big 
rigs, each loaded with thirty thousand pounds ol 
TNT, and wondering what would happen to Tuj- 
carom Mountain if one of them let go. Or the rime 
we finally caught up with the Turnpike Bandit who 
had been sticking up cars and panicking drivers from 
Jrwin to Gettysburg Pike. We spotted him because hi- 
was carrying a ticket two days old. But I rememk: 
best the Christmas we lost the Dig Road . . . and 
almost lost Christmas, too. Because it was a Christ- 
mas without presents or holly or a decorated tree el- 
even mistletoe. And no Christmas dinner even, unkv> 
you want to count a box of crackers, a pot of coffee 
and three candy bars. The oidy tiling thai made il 
seem like Christmas were the carols we listened t*j 
and the happening that was like the first Christma- 
of all. 

If you look at a map ot middle l'enns> tvania you'll 
see why it's a trap for some of the craziest weathei 
in the world'. The mountains run in long, parallel, 
gently curving chains from northeast to southwes:. 
with hardly a notch or gap for bund roils of rude- 
The Endless Mountains, the Indians called then. 
Those mountains have been responsible for a lot oi 
things. They were responsible for the biggest battle 
ever fought in America because Lee's army came 
marching up one side of them and the Union army 
was hiking along the other and neither of them knew, 
it till they ran into each other at a little place 
called Gettysburg. And those same mountains wen 
responsible for what happened to us on the day be- 
fore Christmas. 

Most of us watch the weather on TV nowadays and 
we know that the big storm tracks move from west 
to cast. That's not the kind ol weather that bother* 
us on the Big Road , . . the snow snaps off the Alle- 
gheny Plateau, heading east, puts ;i white blanket on 
the ridge tops and sifts down to powder the valleys 
We know it's coming twenty-lour hours ahead and 
we have the ple>ws and dozers and rigs to handle it 

But once in a blue moon a Gvdf low will eioze a cloi 
of heavy, warm, wet air and it will hug die Blue- 
Ridge through the Carolina* and Virginia all the w»> 
up into Pennsylvania. And then, just at that same- 
moment, a big, cold, dry high will come roaring 
across the Lakes out of Canada, whirling clockwise 
like a huge pinwhccl. As it rolls across New York 
State an arm of that cold dry mass will dart without 
warning down the valleys between the Pennsylvania 
ridges until it meets the warm wet air. Then, brother. 
watch out! All hcJl will bust loose. 

t was approaching Sideling Hill Tunnel, casthound. 
at 3:37 PM em Christmas I've when I heard a sirst 
rolling peal of thunder beyond die mountain. It w.n 
nearly ilusk and h kind oi cloudy, coppery gloom. I 
switched to lim-he.im on IW Itejlls Mid nipped >m|, 




the milcdong bore, Heforc I got to the other end I- 
knew Something was funny. I couldn't see,' daylight ■• 
Ahead at all . /„ just a big blacli turipoil which re- 
flected white, oft' jny headlights. I drove out into the 
'maddest, .wildest .snowstorm '-L have evervseen. A 
feather-bed twenty miles square ami a mile thick jitul 
exploded in the-sky* with a hundred million electric 
fans blowing it every which way. I pulled over, my 
Mars light Hashing, and slapped on my chains. Then 
I picked up my mike and spoke to Pete at Bedford, 
control. 

"This is a dinger, Four inches already and starting 
to drift. Wind northeast, estimate thirty-five, gusts 
fifty-live. Better alert traffic .west of Sideling. I'm 
moving cast." 

"Roger," said Pete, "Shall I call Jean to hold dinner 
for you7" I was due oir at seven. 

"In a pig's car. This could be a flurry or it could go 
all night. I'll keep in touch. Out." I tossed the mike 
onto the scat. Traffic was hugging the outside lnne, 
crawling, the cars instinctively hunting shelter in the 
lec of the huge eighteen wheel rigs.

liven with chains now it was very heavy going. The 
pavement would be clear as a dunce tluor in spots.
